Bepuhllc to-, embassy rank Is evidence that the Soviets attach conslder^le 
In^portance to the development of HFR as a recognized pover. Following the . 
s(ppointments of MEH diplomatic missions to East Germany there . vlU be similar 
appointments to all IJSSR satellites. These steps rre Soviet Inspired and have * 
the iMvltable objective of division of the world Into parts dominated by the 
Soviet. She totia of these parts will eventually give USSR 'Oie balance of 
irorld power. In the race between the Eestem Powers and USSR (since the end 
of Vorld Vor II) for allies the Sovleta are leading by a fairly substantial 
margin. Pevelopsienta In MRS or Inner Mongolia have not attracted much 
attwtlon in the US because of the relatively small population residing in 
iAmt hu been considered arid steppes.

advocated formation of an ^autonomous government without definite territorial 
CMsit&enta.^ All they wanted was a government with laws based on their * 
njcmadlc ch wpul S. app ly to 6^1 persons residing In. areas prlhclpaUy 

. a government was to function under the 

‘.te^ China. It would provide vS means to stop Chinese: 

coionizatldn within Mongol leagues and banners, restrict the exploitation of 
‘ Mongols by Chinese traders and control tax excesses by Chinese officials. 
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It vas hoped that the formation of a democratic government under these 
conditions would appeal to Mongols In MPR| and Inspire them to Join an £kll** 

Mongol union free of USSR’s Communist influence. This group was made \sj^ of , 

Inner Mongolian leaders vho> under the Japanese, were Instrumental In establishing 
an autonomous government at Falllngmlao In the late 1930's. These leaders were 
former noblemen, lamas militarists and educated Mongols. Msuiy of the latter were 
Jc^anese exchange students. As a group their standard of living vas much higher 
than the arats (nomadic herdsmen) and naturally opposed any fona of government 
which would take away their wealth or social position. Being aware of the. fate 
of Mongols In MFR who had enjoyed similar sidvantages they could not suseept a 
union with communism as Its. foundation. Because of their Japanese sponsorship 
this group suffered severe persoxial Indignities at the hands of MFR and Soviet 
troops in August 19^5* This made them all the more anti -Soviet, but still It 
did not deter their desire to take In MFR Mongols. The basic desire to preserve 
their ethnic Integrity caused them to forgive the MFR Mongols for their part In 
the ante-var> atrocities . Row their position is untenable and as a polltdoal 
force tb^ are Is^tent. They will, as Individuals and as a group, remain 
ontl -Chinese and anti -Soviet. Their only hope Is eventual victory by the 
Vestem Powers over USSR which conflict they feel is Inevitable.

Inhabiting the steppes of China. They have long desired to Join their klnsn»n 
In The advantages given their counterparts in MFR are appealing. Among 

the advantages were the exclusion of Chinese traders In MFR in 1930, the 
establisfazBent of educational facilities, government sponsored husbandry pro- 
jects and preservation of pasture lands. These same advantages were provided 
the arats of Inner Mongolia under the Japanese, so during this period they 
were politically indifferent. Preservation of their racial Identity Is a vital 
Issue, thus will turn to almoat any Ideology which gives them the greatest 
opporWilty. 

5'. With exception of those Mongolians who have materially benefited because of their 

• direct association with the Chinese, either Rationalist or Communiat, all will 

. welcome the opporttmity of Joining MFR now. The average Mongol does not consider 
political Issues irihen Judging a Chinese. Since ;the Chinese, have never -helped the 
MosgoUans In any way they have no reason to believe that the Chinese Communist* 
Government will be any different. Economic advantages alone ore enough to 
orient Inner Mongolia^ towards union with MFR. Adding the ethnic Issues' 
xnakes their eventual union a forgone conclusion. 

6. USSR ,1s very much' aware of all aspects of Mongol life, as Soviet scholars have 
. devoted years of study to the subject. Soviet trained Mongol propagandists have 
been working among Inner Mongolians for many years, eapecially ^ Dzungaria 
/to Slnklanj^ and In the Hulun Ror region Ibnchuri^. These areas will be 
the first to Join MFR, With Ala Shan, fin Shan and ShllTngpl following suit. 

When this will, transpire, will depend tg>on how long Chlang fi 9 d-shek*s government 
is^able to' hold together. As lozlg as the Rationalists are recoghlMd by the UR 
no efforts will be extended openly by USSR to encourage the ethnic defection. 

When Chinese Communiat Oovemment Is recognized aa the sole master of China 
the Timer Mongolians will express their wish to Join MFR. Raturally the Sovtets 
Will not object to such a wish because* it has been -their objective for twen*^ 
dU years. Since China proper is still an unknown quantity all ethnic and 
territorial advantages will be taken as the opportunities are presented. 

Admission of ^the Chinese Comnmni sts to the UR will speed tqp the Mongol unification 
end of course-41^ aBmlsaion would add In^etua to the process.
